The Boishoi has undoubted- 
ly proved the most successful 
of all the visits of foreign en- 
tertainers, drawing to the 
Royal Opera House, Covent 
Garden, the most distinguish- 
ed audiences seen in any thea- 
tre. Some member of the royal 
family, and usually more than 
one, appeared in the royal box 
whenever Ulanova appeared 
in person while the rest of 
the theatre was packed with 
famous faces bearing famous 
names. The theatre, one of the 
most beautiful and magnifi- 
cently decorated in Europe, 
lent itself ectly to such au- 
diences. All seats were sold 
out long before the season be- 
gan and after that almost any 
price could be obtained for a 
couple.
